Oklahma City, Oct. 
2.—M ilitary 
forces of the State will not interfere 
with today’s special 
election, Gov­ 
ernor 
Walton 
declared in a formal 
statem ent 
early 
Monday 
night. 
The Governor denied the statem ent 
attributed to him Sunday that the 
entire National GuaVd woulld be mo­ 
bilized to prevent the election. 
He 
called upon all citizens of the State to 
preserve the peace today. 
Governor’s 
Statem ent 
Tho statem ent addressed to 
‘’the 
people of the State of Oklahoma and 
all peace officers of the State” follows: 
It has come to my notice that 
rumor is now being circulated that 
I will interfere by means of the 
m ilitary to prevent or 
obstruct 
the pretended election advertised 
to take place tomorrow, October 
2, 1923. 
This is to notify you that the 
military forces w ill not intervene, 
in this pretended election, and I 
hereby request all citizens of the 
State to preserve the peace and 
good order. 
J. C. Walton, 
Governor. 
Restraining Order Granted 
The Governor issued his statem ent 
after a restraining order enjoining all 
military and civil State officers from 
attem pting to remove from office any 
members of Ult? Oklahoma 
County 
Election Board had been granted by 
Judge George W. Clark in State D is­ 
trict Court. 
Representatives of Governor W alton 
were further enjoined from “excluding 
the members of the board from exer­ 
cising the functions of their office” 
and from “threatening, intim idating 
or displaying force in the presence of 
or against the members of the board, 
or interfering in any way whatsoever 
in their performance of duty with re­ 
spect to the election. 
Interference Barred 
The injunction 
also barred 
them 
from “destroying ballots or supplies, 
from going in or about the polling 
places,” and from “interfering with 
any voter at any of the polls.” 
Earlier in the day Governor W alton 
reconstituted the State Election Board,, 
and orders issued by the new board J 
went out at once by telegraph to all 
county boards to halt the special State, 
election for today. 
W. C. M cAlister, secretary of the 
board, is the only elective m em ber., 
The other two are appointive 'and 
give the Governor control over its ac- j 
lions. 
Removes One Member 
The Governor filed with the Secre­ 
tary of State an executive order re­ 
moving John P. Logan, chairman of 
the board, and naming in his place Ira 
Mitchell. 
C. W. Kelley, Republican 
member of ihe board, retained his 
position, but was ^iindestood to have 
assured the Executive he would sup­ 
port him in the board’s conduct of the 
election plans. 
Th*; removal order was dated April 
25, 1923, and for this reason R. A. 
Sneed, Secretary of State, refused to 
accept it until he had obtained an of­ 
ficial opinion as to its validity from 
George F. Short/ State 
Attorney- 
General. 
The new l>oard, however, did not 
wait for the opinion before calling off 
the election. 
Refuses To Obey Order 
.J. K. W right. County Attorney of 
Oklahoma county, holding in his hand j 
a telegram from the 
Governor in­ 
structing him to prevent the election ,, 
said: 
“I cannot obey this under my oath.”

A t the time calves are changed from 
whole to skim milk, they are ready to 
begin eating sm all amounts of train , 
which should be placed before them In 
small feeding boxes. 
Or lf they are 
tied in stanchions for milk feeding, the 
gralu can be put In the manger before 
they are released. 
Ju st a very sm all 
handful is all the calf will take at first, 
and only as much should be fed as 
the anim al will clean u p . ---------------- 
Ground corn Is very palatable, and 
It can be fed alone or In combination 
with other grains, such as ground oats, 
bran, and some oil meal. It sometimes 
helps to get the calf started on grain 
by putting a small amount on Its 
tongue and muscle when the empty 
milk pail Is taken away. 
This also 
puts a stop to sucking the ears of the 
calf in the next tie. 
A fter the young 
an im al's appetit* for grain has In­ 
creased, the corn and oats can be fed 
whole, but many feeders continue to 
let them huve ground gruin. 
A good grain m ixture to feed to 
growing calves is made up of SOO 
pounds of ground corn, SUO pounds 
ground or whole oats, aud IOO pounds 
linseed oil meal. 
H ay can also be placed before the 
calves at this tim e in a small rack.
